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2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Applicant's 
arguments filed on April 5, 2007 have been found to be persuasive. The Examiner 
agrees that Schott, Jr. (US 3,980,418) does not teach or reasonably suggest the 
segment blocks being fully enclosed by the housing, as recited by instant claim 1 . The 
examiner agrees that the two part construction of the spindle, as recited by instant claim 
1, provides an assembly benefit (as disclosed in the specification; i.e., paragraphs 
[0004], [0005], [0008], [0009], [0030] and [0031]) which negates obviousness on the 
basis of mere separation of parts. Such assembly benefit enables assembly of the 
apparatus in a fashion which is not taught or reasonably suggested by DE 198 43 340.
